The following represents the actions taken by the Austin City Council in the order they occurred
during the meeting. While the minutes are not in sequential order, all agenda items were discussed.
The City Council of Austin, Texas, convened in a regular meeting on Thursday, April 28, 2005 in
the Council Chambers of City Hall, 301 W, 2™ Street, Austin, Texas.

Mayor Wynn called the Council Meeting to order at 10:10 a.m.

The property is to be used for transmission lines in corjunction with the transmission circuit
being built from Decker Power Plant to the Techridge Substation and for a future switching yard.
(Funding is available in the Fiscal Year 2004-2005 Approved Capital Budget of Austin Energy.)
(Recommended by the Electric Utility Commission.)
